plainant seeks to perpetually enjoin tha 
defendant from holding any right, in- 
terestxor occupancy in the. property in 
dispute. 


In addition to this there is a cross- 


complaint on the part of the Western 
Pacific 
against 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 


which denies the allegations of the com- 
plaint and asserts right to occupy the 
strip In question.

Le Conte's deposition was desired be- 


cause he has, for years, been connected, 
as a representative of the United States 
Government, in the matter of the build- 
ing of Oakland harbor and the engineer- 
ing work . one' on -tie west-.rn water front 
of Oakland. 


MAPS SHOWN. 


Le Conte was shown a number of maps 


upon which were indicated the lines 
above referred to. at various intervals, 
commencing in 1S52. 


To all of theso Attorney Moore ob- 


jected on the ground that they were not 
the best in evidence. He also objected 
on the ground that Le Conte's deductions 
from the maps were inadmissible and 
that properly drawn and authenticated 
maps would be able to speak for them- 
selves. 


The objections. 
however, In 
almost 


every instance were overruled. 


TIDE LINES. 


Referring to dotted lines on the earliest 


of the maps in question, viz: 
1852, Mr. 


Le Conte said that they represented the 
low-tide line. 
That 
line corresponded 


with the same line on the map of I860. 
Witness said that he had surveyed the 
Oakland water front in 1875. ns also the 
ares, between the Peralta slip and the 
ilgh-tlde line, and that the survey was 
platted. 


Mr. Moore objected, stating that if the 
latter were 
platted, the plat 
should 


speak for Itself. 


The objection was, overruled. 
Witness said he had made periodical 


trips over the territory between Peralta 
slip and tlte broad-gauge mole. He went 
along the north jetty every year, and 
went over the territory between tho Pe- 
ralta slip and the mola every two year*, 
or thereabouts. 


He had made an examination since 


1S75 of the ordinary low-water and high- 
tide lines. Those lines were substantially 
the same as they were when first ob- 
served by him. 


Witness then identified a map design- 


ed by Engineer Allardt as a map of Ala- 
meda County. 
He said the lines on it purporting to 


represent the proposed harbor improve- 
ments of Oakland were generally correct. 
The training walls . generally compared 
accurately with tfie lines on the 
Allardt 


map. but the south wall was a little out 
of course. 
Witness was asked it he had examin- 


ed the line of low-water in 1875 and re- 
plied that he had examined it. 
At the 


sume time, he noted the relative positions 
of the line of low-water and the shore- 
line and the territory between those lines 
and the mole. 
He was asked how those lines com- 


pared with those of the water-front to- 
day and replied that the lines were sub- 
stantially the same. 


Witness was shown another map and re- 


plied, in response to questions,: that the 
line 01' the north jetty was substantially 
that which appeared in the map of 1875. 


Witness said that he had compared the 


low-water line of 1875 and had found it 
to be substantially the same as it was 
shown in the maps of 1S50 and 1850.

Vearing Workingmen Out 


The following is an extract from an article in a recent number 


of the Engineering Magazine: 


"The displacement of really skilled workmen by the almost 


automatic operations under the 'piece work' system; the depen- 
dence of the operative upon the machine; the segregation of work- 
ers in industrial centers; the constantly growing tendency to work 
machines and men at their topmost speed—all these things taken 
together have one inevitable result. The worker is drained of his 
vitality, and after a day's work not only has no energy left for liv- 
ing during the remainder of the twenty-four hours anything like 
the intellectual and social life that should be possible to him, but 
after a few years becomes a worn out relic of this modern indust- 
rial system, a burden to society and to himself. There is here a 
tremendous problem, the satisfactory solution of which is important 
not only to the worker but to the captain of industry as well." 


While not so intended, the above is a strong argument in favor 


of the eight-hour day and limiting the output of piece work. 
By 


increasing the speed of machinery, the energies of employes in every 
department of manufacturing are taxed to the utmost. The men 
are compelled to keep up with the machinery, and when they can no 
longer keep pace with the drive they are cast aside and younger 
men of more physical energy employed in their stead. Thus the 
output is constantly swelled by a process that is aging and wear- 
ing out men before their time and sending them to the human 
scrap heap like broken and discarded bits of machinery. It is time 
society began to look at this phase of modern industrialism through 
other'eyes than those of the men who profit by the system. 
The 


race cannot afford to wear itself out prematurely in a mad struggle 
to work faster and faster. Here is a form of race suicide that is as 
worthy of study as any other. 


The proposition to levy an import duty on coffee has already 


provoked reprisal. Brazil now proposes to levy a heavy duty^ on 
flour and other agricultural products imported 
from the United 


States. The Brazilian idea is that the real object of the proposed 
duty on coffee is to stimulate coffee production in Porto Rico, 
Hawaii and the Philippines, hence the threatened retaliation.

In the meantime, the Eastern papers 
are crediting him with being busied with plans for publishing a 
morning paper in Cincinnati.

The complaint that the sanitary arrangements along the canal 


have been grossly mismanaged or entirely neglected emanates from 
a man named Thompson, who owns large property interests in 
Colon. Thompson wants his property improved at 
government 


expense. He is also aggrieved because only a few canal employes 
are quartered in Colon. Of nearly 18,000 canal employes less than 
300 are quartered at Colon, which is noted for its unsanitary con- 
dition. 
' 
Mr. Bisrelow appears to have taken for truth what Lundy and 


Thompson told him without personal examination whatever. This 
method of inquiry has led him into making some ludicrous mis- 
takes. For instance, he said the new electrical dredges in Culebra 
Cut do only about twenty per cent of the work the\ were guaran- 
teed to do when purchased. Secretary Taft declares there is not a 
single dredge at work in Culebra nor within several mlies of that 
place. Evidently Bigelow did not visit Culebra and had no personal 
knowledge of what the dredges were doing. As his stay on the Isth- 
mus was limited to twenty-eight hours, night and day included, he 
must have depended entirely on hearsay for his facts. Apparently he 
derived all his information from persons with a grievance against the 
canal management. The probabilities are that he knew before he 
left New York the persons lie was to interview and what they 
would say, or, in other words, his expedition was merely a search 
for ammunition to be discharged against Secretary Taft and the 
Canal Commission. 


There is one other noteworthy fact in this connection which 


should not escape attention. Mr Bige'ow makes a long list of 
charges, but he gives no specific authority for any of them, and 
presents no proof of 'any kind to substantiate his assertions. In- 
s'ead of attempting to prove his charges, he demands that Secretary 
Taft, Chairman Shonts and Chief Engineer Stevens stand forth and 
disprove them. This is a reversal of every rule of law and every 
principle of justice. It de\olves upon the accuser to prove his 
charges.

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Jan. 17.—The Catholic population of this part of 


the State was stirred up today over the letter denouncing dancing, written to 
local clergymen by Bishop William Stand of the Fall Elver diocese and read 
in the Catholic Churches here yesterday. The bishop said in part: 


"It is forbidden to have dancing on Saturday nights and Sundays. Sat- 


urday night dances lead to desecration of the Lord's Day; they have been 
a source of misery and scandal in the past; they must tie stopped at once. 


"While calling the attention of your people to the diocesan staute forbid- 


ding them, you will denounce, with apostolic freedom and zeal, indiscrim- 
inate and lascivious dances so common in our clays. 


"The world may sneer at such teaching and call our denunciations exag- 


gerations and unreasonable exactions without solid foundation. 
The silly 


girl sees no harm in going to dances until, like the unwary butterfly that 
gets too near the flames, she has the wings of her soul singed by the name of 
impure love and her innocence has vanished forever, leaving her the dark 
prospect of a ruined future. If not an early grave of shame. 


"The Sathers and doctors are unanimous in branding 
the 
custom of 


dancing as an Infectious sink of impiety and obscenity, as the school of vice 
and the grave of Innocence. 


"Among the kinds of modern dances pointed out by theologians as de- 


cidedly indecent, and therefore strictly forbidden, are what are called the 
waltz, polka, gallop and others of a kindred nature. 


"The second plenary council of Baltimore makes it our sacred duty to 


attack and condemn immodest dances, which are daily growing more com- 
mon. It is out duty to admonish the faithful how they sin, not 
only 


against God, but against society, by taking part in these dances or counten- 
ancing them by their presence."
